WASHINGTON, 
MAY 
12. — First 


Chief Carranza has ben told by the 
United States that no further conces- 
sions will be made to the de facto gov- 
ernment in Mexico. 
That was the 


"last word" of General Scott addressed 
to General Obregon yesterday, and it. 
is the position of the Wilson adminis- 
tration. The troops will cot he re- 
called at this time. Brigandage again 
renewed in the north of Mexico is to 
be stamped out. 
If Carranza will 


agree to co-operate with the American 
forces that action will greatly please 
the United States. But if not, a "suf- 
ficient force" to cope with the situa- 
tion will be assembled and General 
Pershing will be ordered to resume 
cleaning up. 


The new warning to Carranza .has 


been sent thru Consul General J. Linn 
Rogers at Mexico' City. 
It will be 


communicated to the first chief. 


Negotiations -with the Carranza gov- 


ernment were transferred to Washing- 
ton today by failure of General Scott, 
-CuMton and Obregon to reach an 
agreement at El Paso last night. Here- 
after discussion will be conducted 
thru diplomatic channels directly be- 
tween President .Wilson and Secre- 
tary Lansing, and General Carranza 
and Elisco Arredondo, Mexican ambas- 
sador designate. 


Scott Ordered Back 


General Scott has been ordered to 


return here and XJeneral Funston will 
go to San Antonio. 


Despite the final break in the El 


Paso parleys, officials here did not ap- 
pear to consider the relations between 
the American and Carranza govern- 
ment unduly strained. They believed, 
the governments even yet might reach 
an understanding. 


Th cabinet, considered the general 


situation again today. 
It is under- 


stood that at least two members, Post- 
master General Burleson and Attorney 
General Gregory believe that immedi- 
ate intervention should be ordered. 
The president and Secretary Lansing, 
however, are not yet willing to admit 
that diplomacy will not solve the situa- 
tion and intend to exhaust every re- 
source befofe favoring-drastic action. 


Secretary Baker anonunced after to- 


day's cabinet meeting that no.change 
in the Mexican policy had been de- 
cided upon. No new order? for militia 
organizations to go to the border were 
,in contemplation, he said, and indicat- 
ed that no general intervention in 
Mexico was being Ihot of at present.

George Dobbins collated hi lx>ndon 


for the1 pan-European War, went lo Uu* 
front and \v»n wverely wounded, lie- 
moved to a hospital iu roar of the fljfbt- 
hiK linos. In- lingered between life and 
dcu tli. Ills family were wealthy aud 
« tiling (o BpiMid any amount of money 
to Insure Ills recou'ry. An effort was 
made to secure the service* of a sur- 
geon to KO to Ltclgiuui and giro hl« 
especial attention to pulllug through 
the son nud brother. Every surgeon 
hi England who had not gone to the 
front hud mure than he could do at 
home. Miss Amelia Dobbins. George's 
sister, was engaged to an investigator 
in the British institution for physical 
Investigation. 
Slio lagged him to go 


with her to her brother, nnd the appeal 
coming from the woman he loved won 
him over. 


When a uian's mind 18 running in a 


given lino it Is difficult to divert it 
Surgeon Dlnke had for dome time been 
Investigating the subject of transfu- 
sion of blood, lie had not only been 
successful in operations of the kind 
but had l»cguii to endeavor to search 
for results accruing from different 
kinds of blood Injected Into different 
kinds of animals, tie had replaced 
the blood of a man with that of an 
orang outang. and the patient had de- 
veloped a propensity to climb tree*. A 
liberal and benevolent gentleman, who 
had received the blood of a miser bad 
become a skinflint These and other 
cases had convinced the Investigate) 
that racial peculiarities are in the 
blood. 


An soon as Dr. Blake saw his pa 


tieut, who was much enervated and 
very pale, he said that he needed blood 
nnd must hare blood at once or lit- 
would die. It Is not every one who 
will give his or her blood for another, 
and the person who was williug to give 
hla blood for George Dobbins did not 
appear. U'a sister volunteered, aud 
since she was a'hearty young woman, 
the doctor did not oppose the accept- 
ance of her offer. He had every confi- 
dence that she would assume no great 
risk. But to supply the blood lost by 
Mis* Dobbins some one must spare a 
part of lila for her supply, A young 
soldier who was struck with Miss Dob- 
bins volunteered, and the operation 
was performed, the blood the lady 
gave her brother being made up to her 
by Charlie Hopkins. 


Not IOIIK nfter the transfusion Bring 


yras heard (it the front, and to the sur- 
prise of all Miss Dobbins rushed fran 
tically out and, approaching the firing 
line from the rear, seized a musket 
from a wounded man and, joining the 
colors, fought bravely. The troops, as 
tounded at seeing a woman fighting 
beside them, rallied around her and un- 
der her leadership attacked the Ger- 
mans in one of the trenches so rigor 
onsly that they drove them out. When 
the fight was over Miss Dobbins was 
decorated OH the field- 


Only Dr. Blake attributed Miss Dob 


bins' bravery, so unusual In a woman, 
to any especial cause. He mode In 
quiries as to Charlie Hopkins and 
learned that he was one of the bravest 
men In the nrrny. The doctor was con 
firmed in bis theory that the blood is 
the basis of all the different traits that 
flesh Is heir to. 


George Dobbins, after having recclv 


ed his sister's blood. Improved rapidly 
and In tune returned to the colors. He 
had enlisted as a private, but was soon 
promoted to be lieutenant on account 
of his coolness in face of the enemy. 
What was the astonishment of his 
comrades when at the first fight In 
which be took part after his return to 
the front be paled, turned and fled. 


He wns reprimanded by his com 


tnsudihg officer and Informed that he 
must be tried for cowardk-e. He beg- 
ged for • chance to redeem himself, 
asserting that the cause of his flight 
was that he had not sufficiently recov- 
ered from his recent confinement to 
stand up under fire. He was given the 
desired opportunity and returned to 
his command. But when a dash was 
made on the German trenches the men 
went over them while Dobbins' li*g« 
agalu carried his unwilling self to the 
rear. 


This time a court martial was con- 


vened to try him. News of bis dis- 
grace went to England, and Dr. Blake, 
hearing of It, called npoo George's fa- 
ttier and announced bis belief that the 
transfusion of blood from a woman 
had given his son a woman's constitu- 
tional inability to bear arms. 


So great was (he likeness between 


George aud Amelia that when both 
wore the same kind of garments iticy 
could not well be told apart, George 
nt the sister's ffUggeaUon feigned 111 
nefts and wan taken lo a hospital, from 
whence his sister spirited him away to 
the coast and aent him home in wo- 
man's drwss as herself. Then she ap- 
plied as George Dobbins for some es- 
pecially hazardous duty to redeem the 
lost reputation. It was granted. She 
stole Into Uie enttnjSi lines. Bred ai: 
ammunition receptacle, destroyed It 
•ml got bark safely to lor BrUlih line*
